Graham Adopts Distributor Plan 


Frazer Seeks Dealer Body of 3,500 Under 1,200 Central Outlets; 
WPB May Expand Facilities for Making Parts; 
Uniform Priority Plan Urged on Surplus 


Going counter to a trend away from 
distributors, Joseph W. Frazer, chair- 
man of Graham-Paige Motors Corp., 
announced last week that plans for the 
marketing of the company’s postwar 
automobile have reached the final stage and that a start on 
the awarding of franchises to a nationwide network of 
1,200 distributors probably will begin within the next 90 
days. “Our method of distribution will differ from that of 
many other automobile companies,” he explained, “in that 
dealers will function under distributors in territories allot- 
ted to them. We anticipate a dealer body of 3,500 to 4,000, 
and the distributors will make these appointments as cars 
become available and volume increases. Frazer said the re- 
ceipt of many applications for distributorships influenced 
the adoption of this type of distributor-dealer organization. 
Frazer said he proposes to build the new outlets on the 
same policies and plans he used at Chrysler. 

“During the first year of production,” he said, “we expect 
350 to 400 automobiles a day will roll from our assembly 
lines into the hands of distributors. We believe that the dis- 
tributor can be of great help to the small dealer in organ- 
izing and operating his business efficiently. Under this plan, 
it also will be possible for returning servicemen to set up 
dealerships with a minimum outlay of capital under the 
guidance of veteran distributors.” Frazer said that where 
feasible automobile distributors and dealers in rural areas 
also will handle the Rototiller, flame cultivator and tractor 
—farm implements which the company has announced it 
will build. Likewise, he said, it will be possible in some 
instances for long-established farm implement dealers to 
increase their volume by selling the company’s line of 
automobiles.

With the demand for engine parts in- 
creasing steadily, WPB indicated last 
week that it would probably be neces- 
sary to expand facilities in foundries 
and bearing plants to relieve a bottle- 
neck in production. G. H. Batcheller, WPB chief of opera- 
tions, said that manufacturers of internal combustion 
engines are being surveyed to check their casting require- 
ments for the first half of 1945. This information will be 
used by WPB’s field division to determine the extent to 
which requirements can be met and make recommendations 
as to transfer of the work among foundries or expansion of 
foundry facilities to meet deficits. He said that manpower 
shortages can be blamed for most of the parts shortages, 
and lack of facilities for a few.

Buys Ford Plant 

BUFFALO.—T rico Products 
Corp. has purchased the old 
Ford Motor Co. plant on Main 
St. here, increasing its factory 
floor space 33 percent. From 1916 
to June, 1927, more than 600,000 
Model T Ford cars were assem- 
bled in the plant, and 133,000 
Model A Fords were assembled 
there from March, 1928, to Aug- 
ust, 1931. After 1931 Ford moved 
to its new plant on the Buffalo 
waterfront. The Main St. plant 
since has been occupied by vari- 
ous firms, recently by Bell Air- 
craft Corp. 


Tire Crisis 

NEW YORK.—Terming heavy 
tires the “most critical problem” 
today in revised war production 
schedules to meet the changing 


needs on all war fronts, Lieut. 
Col. J. R. Naylor, special assist- 
ant to H. G. Batcheller, WPB 
operations chief, declared here 
that it appears likely that the 
civilian automobile and truck 
users soon will face an even 
greater tire shortage. He told 
the New York Building Con- 
gress it was probable there 
would be “no civilian production 
of tires after the middle of the 
year.” 


Steel Rate Drops 


NEW YORK. — The operating 
rate of steel companies having 
94 percent of the steel capacity 
of the industry will be 89.3 per- 
cent of capacity for the week 
beginning Feb. 5, compared to 
90.1 percent one week ago and 
97.2 percent one year ago.

“,.. we have concluded, after much discussion and re- 
search, that in cases where the model and condition of 
the car turned in makes it readily saleable at the ceiling 
price, the dealer must allow the ‘as is’ ceiling price to the 
purchaser in order to comply with MPR 540. 

“In our discussion, we all agreed that the purchaser 
must be advised of all the facts, including the ceiling 
price and the amount he is allowed on the car he turns 
im, but due to the economic pressure and the scarcity of 
desirable cars, we feel that the “as is’ ceiling price of a 
car turned in is its reasonable value in cases where the 
car is in such shape that it can be sold without additional 
expense to the dealer at the warranted ceiling price.”

OPA, entrusted with the job of placing ceilings on used 
car prices, is now attempting to place a floor under them. 
MPR 540 states that dealers must allow a reasonable 
price on trade-ins, but does it give OPA the power to set 
up an arbitrary figure for all cars? 

Under the Boise ruling, dealers are prevented from 
taking any profit at all upon a car which is both bought 
and sold “as is.” Moreover, all cost in making the car 
warrantable would have to be derived from the difference 
between “as is’’ and the warranted price ceiling. 

If OPA is able to determine the value of all used cars, 
then why doesn’t it set fair prices for surplus goods on 
which are now demanded ceiling prices?

In Surplus Sales ator James M. Mead, New York 
Urged by Mead Democrat, last week advocated de-

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Fight Due on “Coercion’’. 
Neb. Licensing Bill 


Sent to Floor 


LINCOLN, Neb.—After represen- 
tatives of manufacturers failed to 
have eliminated the section out- 
lawing factory “coercion,” the Pub- 
lic Works committee of the Ne- 
braska unicameral Wednesday sent 
to the general file Senator J. H. 
Anderson’s LB 157, a dealer li- 
censing bill. 

A fight is expected on the coer- 
cion section on the floor of the 
legislature. 

Under the measure, sponsored 
by the Nebraska Motor Dealers 
Assn., all motor vehicle dealers 
will be classified, required to have 
a suitable place of business and 
furnish a $2,500 surety bond. 

According to the bill, “established 
place of business means a perma- 
nently enclosed building or struc- 
ture, either owned in fee or leased, 
at which a permanent business of 
bartering, trading and selling of 
motor vehicles will be carried on as 
such in good faith and not for the 
purpose of evading this act.” 


New Ford Order 
Asks $110 Million 


The bill also requires that ade- 
quate facilities for repairing and 
servicing motor vehicles shall be 
maintained with standard, up-to- 
date equipment, and that skilled 
personnel shall be employed. Books 
and records must also be kept and 
these shall be open to the inspec- 
tion of the Administrator. 


A motor repairer must conform 
to the requirements of the act and 
have a place of business fully up 
to the standards prescribed. The 
administrator has the right to de- 
termine whether there is adequate 
equipment. Lubrication, changing 
or repairing of tires, installing light 
bulbs or windshield wipers, spark 
plugs or fan belts or services inci- 
dental to the sale of fuel or oil, 
are not considered skilled repair 
items. 

All the classes of dealers defined 
in the act must secure a license in 
the special category in which he is 
listed. Fees are as follows: Motor 
vehicle dealer, $10; used car deal- 
ers, $5; motor vehicle salesmen, $2; 
manufacturers, $10; and for each 
factory branch in the state, $5; dis- 
tributor or wholesaler, $5 (manu- 
facturers and distributors may op-

The~ “crackdown” in this area, 
Walters said, follows revelations 
that “widespread” violations have 
been found in other sections. He 
declared that his staff is prepared

In Air Engines 

DEARBORN.—Plans for produc- 
tion of $110,000,000 worth of new 
aircraft engines and engine parts 
on additional government contracts 
have been announced by the Ford 
Motor Co. 

Included in the orders are new 
Pratt & Whitney aircraft engines, 
of the R-2800-C type, now being 
used to power famous fighter and 
cargo planes in both theaters of 
war. 

Representing approximately $50,- 
000,000, the contract for the new 
type engine will be preliminary to 
more and larger contracts once 
production is started, company offi- 
cials predicted. Several hundred ex- 
perienced employes probably will be 
called back to work in the aircraft 
engine building when production 
on the new engine begins, it was 
said. 

‘Production of the improved en- 
gine will begin as soon as possible 
after completion of an additional 
order for $35,000,000 worth of the 
B-type, scheduled for manufacture 
and shipment during the summer 
months. Approximately 50,000 of 
these engines already have been 
made by Ford. 

In addition to the contracts for 
completed engines, Ford has re- 
ceived several orders from the 
Army Air Forces recently for parts 


with a total approximate value of 


$25,000,000. 


Flat $2.50 Tag Fee 


Proposed in Mo. 


ST. LOUIS.—A bill to fix a flat 
registration fee of $2.50 for pas- 
senger motor vehicles to replace 
the present graduated scale rang- 
ing from $5 to $37.50 has been in- 
troduced in the Missouri Senate. 

The bill proposes that the rev- 
enue for the support of the high- 
way system should be paid by the 


public in proportion to the use of 


the system. Sponsor of the bill as- 
serted that the proposed $2.50 li- 
cense fee was intended to cover 
only the cost of maintaining rec- 
ords of registration tags issued.

19,824 Trucks 


Released in Dec. 


WASHINGTON.—Figures for De- 
cember, 1944, just made available, 
show that a total of 19,824 vehicles 
was released under the truck ra- 
tioning program during that month, 
according to WPB’s automotive di- 
vision. 

Civilian users received 251 light 
trucks, 10,192 medium and 4,609 
heavy trucks and 2,767 trailers. 
Holders of government exemption 
permits received 37 light, 1,494 me- 
dium and 147 heavy trucks, and 
327 trailers. Since the rationing 
program became effective March 9, 
1942, a total of 355,348 vehicles of 
all types has been released. This 
includes 51,770 light, 210,017 medium 
and 53,374 heavy trucks, and 40,187 


Kuhn Dealership 


Reopens in Indiana 


INDIANAPOLIS.—Bill Kuhn an- 
nounced the reopening of East Side 
Chevrolet Inc. at 5436 E. Washing- 
ton. About two years ago Kuhn 
closed the dealership so that he 
could enter the Army. Now having 
been discharged he returns to civil 
life and is reopening at the same 
location. Paul A. Kuhn is general 
manager.

Sections. (n) and (o) prohibit the

Senator Anderson introduced the 
bill at the request of the Ne- 
braska Motor Dealers Assn. All 
members of the association seem 
to be for the provisions curbing 
the fly-by-night dealers. There is 
an apparent division on the sec- 
tions prohibiting coercion by the 
. manufacturer. 

A new Section 9 seeks to write 
into the present law a requirement 
for a written bill of sale embodying 
all the agreements of the parties. 
This applies to all sales to indi- 
viduals.

war surpluses “from falling into the hands of speculators.” 
Mead is chairman of the Senate War Investigating Commit- 
tee now inquiring into Jacob Goldberg’s contract with the 
Defense Plant Corp. for auctioning DPC surpluses. He said 
it was “‘inexcusable” for one government agency to sell “at 
trivial sums” goods vitally needed by other federal de- 
partments. 

He referred to testimony last week that a professional 
bidder had bought five $300 searchlights at one of Gold- 
berg’s auctions for $31 each and later sold one of them to 
a government contractor for $235. Also, a woman told the 
committee that she bought ship strainers for $3.25 each and 
sold them to the government ship repairer for $12 each. 

Meanwhile, Treasury Secretary Henry Morgenthau, seek- 
ing to keep surplus sales “clean and above board,” an- 
nounced formation of an office of investigation and com- 
plaints in the Procurement division. This office, Morgenthau 
said, will be responsible for handling any allegations of 
fraud i in Procurement activities. Rep. Manasco, of Alabama, 
spark plug of the Surplus Property Act of 1944, has intro- 
duced iegislation providing for congressional investigations 
with respect to surplus administration. Manasco indicated 
that the proposal is intended to expedite changes in the 
existing law. 
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N.Y. Bills Seek to Tighten 
Control Over Dealers 


ALBANY. — Declaring that New 
York state has the largest black 
market in automobiles in the coun- 
try, Assemblyman Herbert A. Rapp 
of Genesee and Senator Floyd E. 
Anderson of Broome last week 
called for the immediate passage of 
four bills before the legislature to 
protect the public against a flood 
of “junked” cars daily pouring into 
the state. 


In a joint statement Anderson 
and Rapp declared that the OPA 
has failed to cope with the used 
car racket and that only passage 
of the bills can help to control the 
situation and protect the honest 
dealer. 


New York state is receiving 
broken down taxis from all over 
the country, the statement de- 
clared. These are sold to the pub- 
lic at ceiling prices—many of 
them over a thousand dollars 
each—although they have trav- 
eled more than a hundred thou- 
sand miles. The public buys them, 
not through a dealer but through 
a hotel room office or a curb- 
stoner, finds he is the victim of 
an irresponsible dealer, and then 
passes them on to another car 
dealer who must spend hundreds 
to put them in shape that he 
might get his money back. 

The companion bills: 

Provide that certificates of sale 
of second hand motor vehicle deal- 
ers may include warranty that ve- 
hicle is in good operating condi- 
tion and will remain so for 30 days 
or 1,000 miles with normal use, and 
that if car is delivered during such 
period for repairs or replacements, 
cost will not exceed 50 percent of 
normal charge. 

Change provision for registration 
of manufacturers, dealers, repair- 
men and certain others for limited 
operation of motor vehicles, motor- 
cycles or trailers to facilitate pur- 
chase, as well as sale, delivery or 
repair, thereof; permits suspension 
of registration under certain condi- 
tions, including misleading adver- 
tising. 

Change provision for registration 
of motor vehicle manufacturers, 
dealers, repairmen and certain 
others; permits suspension of reg- 
istration for fraud or fraudulent 
practices including dishonest or 
misleading advertising. 

Provide on and after July 1, 
1945, no person shall engage in 
business as motor vehicle dealer 
unless he has certificate of regi- 
stration issued by the motor ve- 
hicle bureau; suspension of reg- 
istration for fraudulent practices 
including dishonest or misleading 
advertising. 

Investigation has revealed that 
700 persons not registered before 
have secured dealers’ license plates 
in New York state in the past year 
although new car sales have been 


OPA Loses 
Gouge Penalty 
Test in N. D. 


FARGO, N. D.—(UTPS)—Judge 
Charles J. Vogel, of Federal Court, 
has denied a motion of OPA to set 
aside a jury verdict against Ed 
Goebel, of Goebel Motors, Grand 
Forks. 

OPA had asked the court either 
to set aside the jury verdict or 
grant a new trial. It is the first de- 
cision of its kind in the state. 

The court held that a jury may 
assess the amount of overcharges 
to any amount between the over- 
charge and three times the over- 
charge. OPA had interpreted the 
price control act to mean it was 
compulsory to assess treble dam- 
ages. 

The Goebel case was tried last 
December, when the jury directed 
Goebel to pay $2,248.83, the over- 
charge on nine trucks. On Jan. 20 
OPA made its motion for a new 
trial or treble damages, charging 
that the court erred in denying a 
motion for directed verdict and in 
instructing the jury. 

The judge said: “It seems to me 
that Congress very properly sought 
to place the burden of determining 
what the penalty should be upon 
the court or the jury dealing with 
the facts in each individual case.”

4,400 Violations 
Of MPR 540 
Found by OPA _ | 


WASHINGTON.—Approximate- 
ly 4,400 violations by both dealers 
and private individuals were re- 
ported late last week by the Office 
of Price Administration following 
completion of OPA interviews 
with more than 21,000 used car 
buyers during the recent national 
drive designed to uncover and 
correct concealed violations of 
used car ceiling prices. 


As of Jan. 10, OPA said, en- 
forcement action already had 
been instituted in 965 cases, in- 
cluding 527 court actions and 438 
license warning notices sent to 
dealers. In addition, it was stated, 
refunds for overcharges were se- 
cured for buyers in 364 cases. 


The number of interviews on 
which its report is based, OPA 
said, represents a sampling of 
one percent of the total number 
of used cars that have changed 
hands during the first six months’ 
operation of the used car regula- 
tions. 


According to an OPA spokes- 
man, investigations based on in- 
formation obtained in the inter- 
views with buyers will continue 
until appropriate action has been 
taken against all violators. Tech- 
niques developed during the drive 
will be applied in a permanent 
program to check violations of 
used car ceilings, it was said. 


OPA Sets March 1 
For Gas Bail-Out 


WASHINGTON.—M arch 1 has 
been set as the last day for gaso- 
line dealers or distributors to apply 
for a bail-out for any decrease in 
storage capacity before Dec. 4, the 
Office of Price Administration an- 
nounced last week. 


OPA also announced that the 
deadline date was the same for 
applications for replenishment of 
shortages more than three and a 
half months old, or for replacement 
of invalidated ration coupons more 
than three and a half months old. 
These applications must be accom- 
panied by evidence that the dealer 
or distributor did not know of the 
time limit on making application. 

The bail-out procedure applies to 
unwitting acceptance of counter- 
feit, invalid, or unendorsed cou- 
pons, OPA said. 





Tire Cord Prices 


Made Adjustable 


WASHINGTON Adjustable 
pricing for most sales of cotton tire 
cord and cotton tire cord fabric 
by “independent” manufacturers to 
rubber tire manufacturers was au- 
thorized last week by the Office of 
Price Administration pending ac- 
tion upon the industry’s request for 
higher ceiling prices. 

The order is intended to permit 
continued deliveries of these essen- 
tial goods while OPA is studying 
the request for price adjustments. 
Some price revisions may be war- 
ranted, OPA said, but they will re- 
quire further consideration. 

The action does not apply to sales 
of tire cord or fabric for use in 
rubber tires bought by war pro- 
curement agencies.

740,000 Army Trucks 
Built for War by GM 


DETROIT.—Its over-all produc- 
tion figures in terms of the actual 
volume of war materials produced 
were revealed for the first time last 
week by General Motors. Because 
of the necessity for military secrecy 
it has heretofore not been possible, 
except in a few instances, to de- 
scribe General Motors war produc- 
tion other than in terms of dollar 
volume. 

While the figures announced in- 
cluded only a few of the more than 
3,600 items the corporation is man- 
ufacturing for the fighting forces 
of the United States and other 
United Nations, they cover some of 
the more important products. 

General Motors revealed that 
since the beginning of the defense 
program in 1940 it has produced: 

More than 140,000,000 shells and 
shell casings. 

More than 180,000 cannon. 

More than 1,000,000 .30 and .50 
calibre machine guns. 

More than 2,400,000 carbines. 

More than 180,000 airplane en- 
gines. 

More than 9,000 complete bomb- 
ers and fighter planes. 

More than 31,000 tanks, tank 
destroyers and armored cars.

More than 740,000 trucks, in- 
cluding amphibious “ducks.” 


A major part of all the diesel 
engines produced for the United 
States on land and sea. 


“We are continuing to go at top 
speed on the big job of producing 
for victory,” C. E. Wilson, president 
of General Motors, said in announ- 
cing the production figures. With 
the war in Europe at what may be 
a decisive stage, we realize that 
now, more than ever, we must put 
all of our energy and ability into 
producing the things our fighting 
men need. 


Wilson said production figures 
call attention again to the fact that 
large companies are one of our 
country’s most valuable assets in 
war as well as in peace. Since the 
beginning of the defense program 
General Motors has been anxious to 
do its part in the production of war 
materials.

Protect Armored Cars 

DEARBORN, Mich. — Light 
armored cars in action against 
Axis armies are equipped with 
anti-mine floors to protect their 
crews, it is revealed, 

The floors, which protect the 
driver and his assistant, were 
developed by the Ford Motor 
Co. under the supervision of the 
Army Ordnance department. The 
original floor was found inade- 
quate to provide sufficient pro- 
tection against land mines. 


MeNutt Gives 
Reluctant OK 
To Work Draft 


WASHINGTON. — While Man- 
power Chief Paul V. McNutt gave 
a tempered indorsement of the 
work-jail bill at a Senate hearing 
last week, senators revealed that he 
expressed confidence that the cur- 
rent manpower problem could be 
handled by the existing voluntary 
system. 


McNutt recommended that any 
national service program be placed 
under overall control of James F. 
Byrnes’ Office of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion. 


To enact the bill in the form it 
passed the House, with Selective 
Service in charge, would hurt 
rather than help the war effort, he 
asserted. 


Earlier, Navy officials asserted 
the bill as need to keep up the 
production pace. They expressed 
the belief that the enforcement fea- 
tures of the bill would have to be 
used very seldom.

John Brophy, national director of 
CIO industrial union councils, ar- 
rived in Detroit last week to at- 
tempt to achieve unity among war- 
ring factions of the CIO in Michi- 
gan. Brophy warned that even 
great unions like the UAW can 
fade out unless they have basic 
labor unity.

Rebuilt Engine 
Price Boost OK’d 
For Region VI 


WASHINGTON.—Order No. G-3, 
under Maximum Price Regulation 
452, as amended, permits engine re- 
builders in Region VI, which in- 
cludes Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, Wisconsin and Lake County, 
Indiana, to increase their prices on 
rebuilt engines not to exceed $11 
per engine. 

This increase may be added by 
the rebuilder to his present prices 
as computed under MPR-452 and 
passed on by the trade to the con- 
sumer, it was announced. Certain 
filing requirements are imposed be- 
fore the rebuilder can charge the 
adjusted price. 

All persons granted individual 
adjustments at any time by the re- 
gional office are excluded from the 
provisions of this order because 
adequate price relief is afforded 
them by the individual orders. 

Order No. G-3 was intended to 
provide an inducement to rebuild- 
ers to increase their volume of re- 
built motors. Similar orders have 
been passed in the Cleveland re- 
gion and the Atlanta region. 


Lincoln Tunnel 


Finally Finished 


NEW YORK.—The north tube of 
the Lincoln Tunnel, linking New 
York City with Weehawken, N. J., 
was placed in operation Feb. 1, 
nearly eight years after beginning 
construction. 

Once considered a white elephant, 
the new tube was opened by the 
Port of New York Authority to ex- 
pedite movement of war freight 
and war workers between New 
York and north New Jersey. A ve- 
hicle can make the crossing under 
the Hudson River in four minutes. 

Total cost of the tunnel, includ- 
ing both north and south tubes and 
an express highway to Routes 1 
and 3 in New Jersey, is 80 million 
dollars. Last year 5,715,350 vehicles 
used the south tube. 


Illinois Discredits 
35 Truck Stations 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. — Thirty- 
five of the 162 official motor truck 
safety testing stations in the Chi- 
cago area have been removed from 
the state’s accredited list for faulty 
equipment or insufficient person- 
nel, it was announced by Walter 
A. Rosenfield, director of public 
works and buildings. 

The action, he explained, was 
based on reports from field investi- 
gators of the motor carriers divi- 
sion, who are engaged in an inspec- 
tion of all official stations in Illi- 
nois. 

Suspended stations may regain 
their accredited status by remedy- 
ing unsatisfactory conditions dis- 
closed by the inspection. With the 
Chicago area investigation com- 
pleted, field forces of the division 
have shifted their activities down- 
state. 


Gar Wood Maps 


Veteran Plan 


DETROIT. — The physical re- 
quirements of every job at Gar 
Wood Industries, Inc., are being 
analyzed to determine exactly what 
sort of work can be performed by 
partially disabled servicemen, it is 
disclosed by Glen A. Bassett, presi- 
dent, who announced the formation 
of a veterans’ department. 


Any veteran applying to the Gar 
Wood employment office is auto- 
matically referred to the veteran’s 
department. If the medical depart- 
ment finds him physically able to 
return to his old job, he is imme- 
diately reinstated. If he has been 
wounded and is unable to fill his 
former job, the ex-serviceman will 
be assigned to the sort of work 
which his disabilities permit him 
to fill.

New Sales Tax 
LINCOLN, Neb.—A bill proposing a 2 
percent sales tax has been introduced in 
the state legislature here. If enacted, the 
measure would go into effect July 1, 1945, 
imposing a 2 percent tax on the gross re- 
ceipts from retail sales of tangible per- 

sonal property. 
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Canadian Bill 
Called Pattern 
For Work Draft 


PHILADELPHIA.—Any national 
service legislation enacted by Con- 
gress will probably be patterned 
after the Canadian law, which since 
1942 has covered all men and 
women in that country ranging 
from ages 16 to 65, Martin Bury, 
president of the Philadelphia Auto- 
mobile Trade Assn., forecast last 
week. 

Addressing a PATA luncheon 
meeting, Bury said that automobile 
mechanics are rated among the top 
10 in order of essentiality in Can- 
ada. Taxi drivers, he said, are third 
from the bottom. 

The armed forces get first choice 
on manpower, according to Bury, 
after which those left are classified 
into a civilian army. Rigid restric- 
tions include the following: 

Employes can’t quit their jobs 
without permission. 

Any worker can be sent any- 
where, regardless of salary adjust- 
ments downward. 

Employers cannot advertise for 
help, nor can employes advertise 
for jobs, without special permis- 
sion. 

Bury told the PATA membership 
that approximately a half million 
Canadians have been forced to 
change jobs under the regulations.
